At the time of the dedication, 
on September 10, 1961, the school covered a total of 77,500 square feet. 

Edward J. Trudell was the first principal at M.C.H.S. Three of the original staff members still teach at the school. 
Mr. Donald Chamberlain teaches Government, Ms. Sondra Cawrse teaches Typing, and Ms. Kathryn Kimmet in 
guidance have helped shape the school into what it is today. 

Many changes have been made in the layout of the school. The most important one, of course, is the addition 
of the cafeteria and junior high in 1974. Additional renovations include the building of the north wing and 
continuous repairs in classrooms and hallways. The most recent addition is the ninth grade moving into the high 
school. This has caused alot of confusion around the halls. Also, six new portables have been added to M.C.H.S.'s 
class facilities. 

With the continued excellence of the teaching staff and the help of Alumni, graduating seniors and underclass- 
men, the fine reputation of M.C.H.S. will continue throughout the years.

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The 1989-90 Varsity Football Team had high hopes for 
shedding their second place spot. The men in black seemed 
to make everyone stop and take a second look. This year's 
team consisted of 22 seniors, 18 juniors, and one sopho- 
more, Jeff Krause, who was an asset to the Mariners as a 
tackle but was injured early in the season. Injuries didn't 
phase the Mariners at all. When defensive back Sam Parisi, 
linebacker Mark Furtaw and fullback Matt Pollock were out 
at least one game each, the versatile team didn't let their bad 
luck get them down. They came into the games as positive as 
ever. This year's Mariner defense was known throughout the 
league. Led by Captain Jon Rhoades with the most tackles, 
Captain Rob Wesley, Ken Martin, Jeff Simek, and Scott Suggs 
with the most interceptions, there was no getting past the 
men in black. The offense was led by senior fullback Matt 
Pollock, who broke a school record by rushing for over 1000 
yards. Matt did an outstanding job. Junior quarterback Rob 
Tenyer also did an exceptional job this year by completing 
on an average 8 of 10 passes a game. Also contributing to the 
Mariner lineup were senior defensive tackle Brett Coppens, 
senior tight end Jim Anson, and junior tight end Mike Tran- 
chida. The Mariners proved that a lot of hard work and 
dedication really does pay off. Receiving All-League first 
team defensive honors were linebacker Ken Martin, line- 
backer Jon Rhoades, and safety Scott Suggs. Named to the 
second defensive team were Jeff Simek and linebacker Jim 
Heaslip. First team offensive honors went to Rob Wesley and 
fullback Matt Pollock. Second team offense, Brett Coppens 
and halfback Jon Rhoades. Jon also received the distinction 
of being named Most Valuable Defensive Player in the 
league.
